manufacture ol liquors be diverted 
into other channels to help meet the 
threatened shortage.

mendation. therefore, not only has as 
its aim the conservation of food -up- 
plics but also the conservation of hu­ 
man strength. 
It i- e-fimnted that the brewerie- 
of the country used 67,000,000 bush­ 
els of grain last year. 
This is ap ­ 
proximately one percent, of all the 
grain produced by the nation.
